Spiritualism--Th- e Illinois Strange Story.
We published some weeks ago an account of

the death of a little girl near Peoria, Illinois, of
hydrophobia, caused by the bite of a cat. The

strange part of the occurrence was the alleged

apjtearance to her of her dead sitter and the pre-

scription by tlie spirit of the child of medicine

which, when taken, at once arrested the terri
ble siams. A letter from Mr. Henry S.Wood--

an), father of the girl, appears in the Boston

Traveller, written in answer to inquiries made
of him by incredulous friends in Berlin, Mass.,
and reluting still more marvellous matters.
The letter is dated Mount Hawley, Peoria co
111., August 22d. We quote the closing portion
and readers can judge of the credibility of the
statements we shall not endorse them. The
father says:

I would not now write merely to gratify idle
curiosity; but 1 consider the circumstances con
nected with the death ot my child of such a
marvelous nature that 1 do not hesitate to give
to the world its truth. In the first place, then.
the child had three of the most horrid fits that
were ever witnessed, and as she came out of tlie
third one, she exclaimed "Oh! mother, sister
has come, and will tell me what to take so that
1 sliall have no more tits let me get otf the bad
and fix the medicine." She then called for nitric
acid, bkod root, sweet oil, winter green, rose
water, camphor, and slippery elm. She mixed
the medicine herself, in accordance with her
sister's directions, and took it, and, strange to
say, she bad no more tits. She commenced tak-
ing the medicine about 7 o'clock in the evening.
and died about 3 ui the morning, ue continued
lo say that her sister was with her up to the mo-

ment she died. One circumstance which is con-
nected, is more strange than all the rest. Soon
aft.-- taking the first dose of medicine, she said,
" l'a, you must pull one of my teeth, for sister
sav i tlie tooth is poison." 1 asked her to wait
until morning, but the little innocent looked up

AA Fearful Lake Loss of the New

Brunswick of Chatham, Canada--Fi- ve of
the Crew drowned.

loss of the barque New Brunswick, Capt.
McTavish, of Chatham, Canada West, and five
of the crew, in the storm of the night of the S6th

ult , off Point Pelee, has been announced. Capt
McTavish gives the following particulars of the
calamity and the perils from which the survivors
were delivered:

On Thursday night last, the 2fth ult., at about
10 o clock, a sudden and fearful gale arming up,
blowing S. S. W. At this time the New Bruns-
wick, owned by Mr. Henry Eberts, of Chatham,
and freighted with walnut and square timber,
the property of Messrs. W. t W. Eberts, was
some nve miles on the township of itomoey.
and near Point Pelee. So fearful was the gale
that all management of the vessel was lost, and
after weathering the sea for some time she
foundered. As might be imagined, the position
of the entire crew was most perilous. Without
any apparent means of saving themselves at
band, the taint nope of preserving their uvea
seemed groundless. Upon a foundered vessel,
in the midst of a terrific storm of wind and rain,
at midnight, and five miles from land, hope of
reaching: the shore in safety might well lie ban
ished from the stoutest heart. And little won
der wit it that five persona, out of the nine com-
posing the crew, found a watery grave ere day
light dawned. x.ven wben morning had come,
the prospect of reaching shore was but httle
improved. Not a tool to help to construct a
raft was to be obtained, and bad it not been
that Capt. McTavish, with the assistance of a
small penknife was enabled to detach a "boom
and "gaff," and with these materials to construct
a miserable raft, not one soul would have been
left fo relate the sad tale of their sufferings.
However, the raft was launched upon the angry
waters, freighted with the precious weight of 5
mortal beings who left the foundered vessel, with
the hope that, by paddling with their hands, they
raioht gain the shore, five miles distant.
